Se Hor (’araway of 
Arkansas asked him to explain how 
the $46,000 allotted to college clubs 
and the $80,000 allotted to the ne 
groes’ bureau was to be spent.

ler said that the money was to defray 
the expenses of getting out Mterature, 
speakers and similar activities 
Senator Caraway asked: 
“In your 
judgment, do you think it will take 
two or three million dollars lo run 
the campaign ” “It makes all the dif­ 
ference in the wor’ri what kind of a 
camprten it is.” But’ r answered. But­ 
ler said he felt that was a fair amount 
fbr the conduct of this campaign.

FIFTY-TWO PERSONS AFFECTED 


Court Holds That Defendants $ubJti- 
tuted 
For the Prohibition Law a 
System of License That Protected 
Them 
From 
Connation— -Former 
Officials of Gary and Lake County, 
Indiana, Am ong the Defendants. 


Chicago, Oct. 18.—The conviction of 
50 men and women in the Gary (Iud.) 
dry law case was upheld here by the 
United States circuit court of appeals. 
Deteiidants included Roswell John­ 
son, former mayor of Gary, Ind., and 
Louis Barnes, former sheriff of Luxe 
comity. 
They had been sentenced to 
from. IO days in jail to 18 months in 
a federal penitentiary, and fines of 
$2,000, and these sentences were con­ 
firmed by the court of appeals. 
The court held that the - Pendants 
had substituted for prohibition a sys­ 
tem of license that protected IN ,-ji 
from conviction. Thirty days are now 
g.ven the defendants to appeal from 
the decision. 
If no appeal is made 
the mandate for the commitment au­ 
tomatically issues. 
All of the defendants in the Gary 
liquor conspiracy case were sentenced 
iii federal court at Indanapolis on 
April 28, 1923, by Judge Ferdinand 
Geiger of Milwaukee, who was assign­ 
ed to hear the case aller a number 
of the men involved had asked for a 
change of venue from Judge Albert 
B. Anderson, the Indiana district fed­ 
eral judge. 
The case grew out of the Agues 
Szabo, “queen of the bootleggers.” 
trial in 1921, when Herman J. Nyhoff 
and Daniel Melloy, deputy constables, 
testified that “a system existed in 
Lake county by which whisky, con­ 
fiscated from 
bootleggers,’ was iii 
vided among the officers of the law 
or sold and the money divided.” 
Fol­ 
lowing tho conviction of the “queen 
of the bootleggers” and the two con 
stables. Judge Anderson ordered an 
investigation of the charges made by 
Nyhoff and Melloy. 
First arrests in the conspiracy came 
in the fall of 1922, when William M. 
Dunn, city judge at that time, and 
Blaz Lucas, an attorney, were appre­ 
hended by the federal officers.

Director Truax Issues Statement 
Reply to Attack.

This is the only 
Instance In which living matter has 
, he^n kept alive outside of the animal 
body.

Carrel was sent over to France 
early in the war to work out a method 
of treating Infected wounds. 
Work­ 
ing with Dakin, un English chemist, 
he devised what Is now known as the 
Carrel-Dakln solution, by which pol­ 
luted wounds could be made so clean 
that they healed, as surgeons used to 
say, “by first Intention.” 
Carrel says that the methods by 
which he kept alive the chick’s mem­ 
brane may be developed to a point 
where entire members of the human 
body may be kept in a state of sus­ 
pended animation.

and

The zoologists are also studying the 
so-called “sea anemones,” found only 
in the Orkneys.. These as yet are un­ 
classified and have no scientific name. 
They grow on nicks and when covered 
by water open and spread out circles 
of leaves like dandelions, but when 
the tide is out they fold up and almost 
entirely disappear. 
Yet they are not dowers, as their 
habits indicate a carnivorous animal 
existence. 
They kill their victims by 
poison 
and then devour them, and

Stockholm*—Sweden’s work of for­ 
est conservation has managed to keep 
the lead in the neek-te neck race with 
the rapidly increasing output of Indus 
trial products, according to a govern­ 
mental report, in which tire statement 
is made that Swollen has “an inex­ 
haustible gold mine In lier forests.” 
Tills assurance is regarded as of 
great Importance ft* the nation, since 
about IM) per cent of its exports eon 
sist of lumber, wood pulp, paper and 
other forest products 
In 1923. these 
exports alone amounted to a value of 
about 
$189,000,000, 
and 
in 
the 
12 
months ended last June upward of 
$19,OOO,(HH) of Swedish wood pulp was 
•hipped to paper mills in the United 
States. 
The forests in Sweden, which have 
been drawn upon for commercial pur­ 
poses for at least LOPO years, now 
rover about 52 per cent of the total 
land aren of the country, and consist 
principally of spruce and pine.
